One Thomas of Plymauth, whoſe Sirname I cannot

I gave him a Letter, by which I complained of the

he was on his Way for Spain; but as it is not ſo, he 
muſt preſent a Petition to Don Jacinto de Valgue y 
Campoſana, Preſident of the Criminal Affairs, —

On the Holy Days, called Of the Mother of God, 
there are People which go maſked into the Churches, 
and there dance before the Altars.

From this Manufacture I was carried back into 
the Royal Priſon, where I continued fix Months: 
longer with Fetters on.

After theſe ſix Months they took me out of the 
Priſon, and ſat me on a Mule, to carry me to Vera 
Cruz, having two Guards along with me, and Fet- 
ters on which weighed at leaſt five and twent 
Pounds: They made me get up and down with of 
this Weight, and the Mule was ſo vicious arid f 
of Tricks, that I believe they gave it me in Hopes 
that ſhe would break my Neck. About this 1 4 
J had the News of Don Martin de Soto the Inquifi- 
tor's being dead; it was him that had threatned to 
have me burnt, ' a iT. 8 
At my Arrival in the Priſon of Vera Cruz, they 
took my Fetters off, and put me in a Dungeon, 
without giving me any Thing of what the King of 
Spain allows for the Priſoners : However, 1 Well 
pretty well; for the Mafter whom T had ſerved herg 
formerly, ſent me every Day a Pound of Bread, and 
the Vicar of Lecturer of the Place, who thought rÞ 
gain more upon me than the Inquiſitor had been 
able to do, came to viſit me twice a Week, and 
gave me always Money to buy Neceffar ies. 
There were bone hundred and eight Biccaniers 
taken at Tanpict, aàmongſt whom were 14 Officers, 
which were brought to Vera Cruz to have the 
Proceſſes made againſt them; they were all condemns 
ed to be ſtrangled, each of them at a Stake: Upon 
their Arrival I was locked up, that T might bot 
ſpeak to them. Fhey were follicited, during for F 
Days, to abjure their Religion; but finding that 
they would not do it; they were carried to the Place 
of 'Execution'the 20th of Tune. Fiveof tbem died 
without abjuring, but nine demanded to be brought 
back co Priſon to change their Religion: They 
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were accordingly brought. back ; after which they 
were ordered to waſh themſelves, and had every one 
a clean Shirt given them; having ſhifted themſelves, 
they ordered them to chuſe God-fathers, and the 
next Day they were re-baptized, They were very 
much made of, and did eat and drink very heartily, 
believing themſelves ſure of their Lives; but the 


Night following they were ordered to remember 


their Abjuration, and to do the Acts of Roman Ca- 
tholicks; and the next Day there was a great Din- 
ner prepared, where I was invited, and ſat at the 
upper End of the Table, between the Major and the 

/icar, I had then a vaſt long Beard on, for which 
Reaſon ſome of . the Company called me the Papas, 
which is a Name they give to grave and learned old 
Men. They were extream civil to me, and the 
Major deſired me to have my Beard ſhaved off, 
which J inſtantly complied with. The Entertain- 
ment being over, the pretended good Chriſtians were 
carried, to the Place of Execution, without any far- 


ther Notice given them, and eight of them were 


actually executed, In the ſtrangling of the ninth, 
called Zehn Morgan, born at Barbados, whom his 
Godſather had a Mind to ſave, becauſe of his being 
a very fine Man, and Captain of a Company of Sol- 
Kuß in which Poſt he had been very merciful and 
kind to the Priſoners of Tanpicg, three Ropes broke 
about his Neck, and after the. third Time, he was

a | own called St. Fohn de los Sands; there are Sa- 
linas near this Place, where they make Salt with the 
Water of a great Lake, which is as ſalt as Sea-Wa- 
ter. All the Country hereabouts is extream plea- 
fant and fruitful, and abounds both in European and 
Indian Wheat, which they call Maixe, and their 
Harveſt is at Chri/tmas. | 
Near Mexico, there is a Fountain or Spring 
which comes out of a Mountain through ſome Mi- 
nerals : The Water of it is very hot and wholeſome, 
They ſay the Virgin Mary appeared in this Place to 
an Indian, and told him of this Spring, and the 


Virtues thereof; the Indian came and told it to the 
- Arch-biſhop, who would not believe him; ſome 


time after ſhe appeared again to the ſame Indian, 


and ſpoke to him as before; he anſwered her, that 


he had done as ſhe had ordered him, but that they 
would not believe him; upon which ſhe gathered 
ſome Roſes where there never had been any before, 
and put them in the Indians Manta, which is a 
Sort of a Thing like a Blanket, which the Natives 
wrap themſelves in; he went then to the Arch-bi-

ſhop, and told him, that he had again ſeen our 
Lady: They told him he was mad; but the Indian, 
to prove the Truth of what he ſaid, opened his 


Manta, and ſhewed the Roſes which ſhe had. put in 


it, And upon this a Chapel was immediately built 
on that Place, which I ſaw as I went by; but it is 
nothing in Compariſon to the Church which is built 
at the Foot of the Mountain, which indeed is extream 
Magnificent, having therein Golden and Silver. 
Lamps, Images, Candleſticks, &:c. to the Value of 
above a Million of Pieces of Eight, beſtdes an in- 
numerable Quantity of Pearls, Emeralds, and other. 
precious Stones. This Church is called, Our Lady 
of Guadalupa, and ftands about three Miles from 
Mexico ; and he is not reckoned a good Chriſtian 
who does not go to Devotion there every Saturday- 
And there are a great many Crutches, &c. left there, 
as they tell you, by People, who, being Lame when 
they came there, were cured by our Lady, and en- 
abled to return home without Help, Ge. NTT. 

In my Return to Vera Cruz, we ſtaid one 
Night in a little Town called St. Martin, where 
they have two Harveſts or Crops every Year ; The 
Plain is watered by a little River which comes out 
of the aforeſaid Mountain. All this Country is ex- 
tream fine and good, and the Climate very tempe- 
rate; it doth abound with all Manner of Cattle. 
The Spamards would ſtarve here, were it not for 
the Þdians that cultivated the Ground... © 

From thence we came to Vera Cruz, where 
abundance of valiant Spaniards do inhabit ; there 
are above two thouſand. of them here, beſides three” 
hundred Soldiers in Garriſon ; yet they very tamely 
ſuffered the Town to be taken by ſix hundred Bue- , 
caneers of all Nations. | 108 

Some Days after my Arrival here, I was con- 
duced to the Key by ſeveral Soldiers, who put me 
in a Boat which carried me on Board of a Ship 
bound for the Havana: In two and twenty Days 
time we got in Sight of that Harbour, but the Wind 
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turning on a Sudden to the North, we were very 
near being caſt a:ſhore on the Coaſt; and the Sea 


was fo very high, that the Waves wafhed us quite 


over ſeveral Times; however, God be thanked, we 
got in, and the Spaniards went immediately, wet as 
they were, and barefooted, to a Chapel called the 
Santio Chriſto of good Voyage, and carried with 
them the Money which they had promiſed, om 


the Storm, for a Miſs, in caſe of good Succeſs a 


Deliverance. The Captain's Name was Don Gre- 
goris Arival, who had his Family at Trians near Se- 


_ ville.” 


My Captain, as ſoon as the Maſs was over, went 
to the Governor of the Havana, and gave him Or- 
ders relating to the Priſoners, which were, that he 
ſhould ſend us to Spain; I was led to the Priſon by 
half a dozen Soldiers, where I remained during ſix 

ths, being treated very ill; for they did not 

ive me the King of Spain's Allowance for the poor 
riſoners: The Curate of Matamanor came often 
to viſit me, exhorting me every Time to abjure my 
Religion, thinking to meet with better Succeſs than 
all the Reſt; but I told him, as I had done to all 


my other Perſecutors, that I would never do it. The 


other Priſoners, that were with me, went to work 
every Day to the Building of a Wall of the Town; 
but I was kept a cloſe Priſoner.. | 

At laſt the Flota came into that Harbour to join 
ſome Regiſter Ships, from St. Domingo, Campeac h, 
Barthagena, and other Places; and after they had 
victualled their Ships, and taken in Water for their 
Voyage to Spain, I was taken out of the Priſon, to 
be carried on Board of a Dutch built Ship, formerly 
called, The Tromp, which the Spaniardt having 
bought, re-baptized, and called her, The St. Teſephß; 
for you muſt know, that they baptize a Ship as if 
it were a Child. But the Ships not ſailing that Day, 
J was put in the Stocks, and continued in them all 
that Night; this was the laſt Favour I received from 
the Ipaniards in America.

At the ſix Weeks End I was called for. at the 


Gate, where I had a Piece of Eight given me, be- 
lieving that it was for myſelf; I went and told it to 
my Fellow Priſoners, who went immediately to the 
Gate, thinking to receive each of them as much; 
but they were told, that the Piece of Eight, which 
was given me, was for the twelve Priſoners that 
were newly come; upon which J offer'd the Piece 
to every one of them, but they all anſwer'd, they 
would have none of it, and that they had rather be 
ſtarv'd and die quickly, than to be kept thus lingering 
on; for there was but Five-penee for each of us for 
a Week. I carried the Piece of Eight back to the 
Goaler, who would not take it; upon which I 
threw it at his Feet; he came in and would have 
and he went to complain to the Fiſcal. | 
The Fiſcal came with his Officers; he talk'd ver 
ſeverely to me, and I anſwered him as well as 
could; he ordered me to be fetter'd and put into a 
Dungeon, where J was three Days without ſeeing 


-any Body but the Goaler ; the next Saturday we 


had each of us a Piece of Eight given us, and I made 
my Peace with the Goaler for a Piece of Eight and 
a Half, which I paid him at Times out of what I 
had given me. | : 
J paſſed the Time after this Manner tilt Chri- 
mas, at which Time the Preſident of the VMeſt-India 


fit the Priſon ; we deſired to be ſet at Liberty; but 
After Chri/lmas a Woman of the City of Londen 
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in Spain; ſhe ſolicited the Engliſh Merchants there 
and the Judges ſo well, that the Declarations of the 
£ngl;/þ Priſoners were taken; and their Trials run 
thro” ; after which they were ſent to Cadiz about 
Eaſter, The Women followed her Huſband, and 
goes to the Engliſh Conſul after which ſhe went to 
the General of the Army, bepging of him to let 
her have her Huſband and her Couſin, who were the 
two Perſons afore- named; be granted it; and ſhe 
took them out of the Priſon; and the £1g/iþ Mer- 
chants at Cadiz gave her about one hundred Pieces 
of Eight for their Charges and their Paſſages 
Home. | vl N 
I remained in Priſon, preſent ing Petitions every 
now and then to my Judges, deſiring them either 
to ſet me at Liberty, or to let me know the Cauſt 
why they kept me thus; but I could get no An- 
ſwer from them. At laſt I writ to the Margis de 
Feuquiere, the French Ambaſſador at Madrid, who 
immediately preſented a Petition to the ſupreme 
Council, and obtained two Letters from the King, 
one of them open, and the other ſeal'd up, directed 
to Monſieur Bertram de Sotto, Conſul of the French 
Nation, with Orders to. my Judges to ſhorten and 
make an End of my Cauſe, and to confider, that 
the French Ambaſſador had intervened in this Affair, 
telling them withal, that if his Majeſty knew who 
were the unjuſt Judges who cauſed the Delays, and 
made thereby poor Men periſh, he would take them 
to T aſk. | e 
After this m laration was taken in the Form 
following: They made me hold up my Hand, and 
ſwear that I ſhould ſpeak the Truth, and then be. 
gun thus: -- "WY 
Lewis Rami, forty-ſeven Years of Age, Native 
of Olleron, married at Rochel, of the Proteſtant Re- 
ligiom, And then came all the Difcourſes already 
mentioned; the Day of my Departure from New 
Spain, the ſeveral Priſons I had been in there, and 
bow long in each, Cc.

for my having been found and taken in the 1 
nions of Spain, in the Meſt-Indies. After e 
tence being read to me, I immediately appealed to 
the Council of the Indies at Madrid, and gave Ad- 
vice of it to the Ambaſſador, who preſently de- 
manded that the Cauſe ſhould be carried up to Ma- 
drid, and he put it into the Hands of his Commiſ- 
ſary, or Sollicitor : The latter writ to me to ſend 
twelve Pieces of Eight to Madrid, for the Charges 
of the Proſecution. 

Upon this I wrote to my Wife at Rebel, who 


was then going from France into Ireland, which 


made me loſe much Time; fo that I continued ſtill 
in Priſon. At laſt my Wife received my Letter, 
which ſhe anſwered ; he then came from Ireland to 
Briſtol, and from Briſtol to London, where joining 
her Endeavours and Prayers to mine, ſhe at laſt 
found a truly charitable Gentleman, one Monſieur 


| Bouvereau, who writ to a Friend of his at Madrid 


about me; and he to one of his Friends at Seville, 
who ſaw and ſpoke to my Judges in my Behalf, but 
could not obtain my Liberty. 

I was after that adviſed, by my Friends, to deſiſt 
from the Appeal, which I did, and accordingly writ 
to the Ambaſſador about it ; his Excellency anſwer'd 
me, that I did very well to deſiſt from the ſaid Apr 
peal ; that he would give Notice of it to his Solli- 
tor; and that I ought likewiſe to acquaint my 
Judges with it, I preſented then a Petition to the 


Judges, letting them know, that I had thought fit 


to deſiſt from the Appeal to the Council of the In- 
dies at Madrid, not doubting but that they would 
conſider better of my hard Uſage, and do me Juſtice, 
c. So that after ſo much Time loſt, I wa. Now

Some Days after five Priſoners, of which Num- 
ber I was, were order'd to be fetter'd and ſent on 
board of a Bark for Cadiz, and we were forced to 
walk a pretty Way to it; after being embark'd we 
preſently ſailed out of the River, and ſoon arrived 
at Cadiz, where we landed, and were led to the 
Priſon of that Place ; being come there, they took 
off our Fetters, and clapp'd others on, which 
weigh'd between five and twenty and thirty Pound 
Weight, WS Fo. 
I paſſed five Days in this Condition, expecting 
to be ſet at Liberty: At laſt I ſent a Letter to Mon- 
ſieur Catalan, Conſul of the French Nation; upon 
which he went to ſee the Governor, who told bim 
he had nothing to do in this Affair, and that it 
depended wholly upon the General, the Count de 
Aguilar, who, upon the Conſul's Interceſſion, ſent 
a Letter to the aforeſaid Governor, with Orders to 
ſet us at Liberty. Notwithſtanding this he would 
have us to. be put under the Direction of the Maſter 


of his Majeſty's Works; the Conſul oppoſed it, and | 


demanded that he ſhould comply with the General's 
Order. Twenty-three Days paſs'd in the Conteſt,
